that Au(tria has at length fucceeded in dispofing Pruflia 
to join in T common war againft France. ‘The report 
yn the Continent is, that anew treaty has been con- 
cluded between the Court of Berlin and that of Vienna, 
which has for its object to fecure the tranquility of the 
Empire; and the Pruffan Legation at Raitadt has 
powerfully feconded the demand of the Auttrian Mi- 
nifter with refpeét to the admiflion of provifions into 
Ebrenbreitftein. 

What makes a renewal of hoftilities appéfr to be now 
extremely probable, is the entry of an Auftrian force in- 
to the country of the Grifons, which the French feem- 
ed defirous of occupying, with the view of confolidating 
the revolution in Switzerland, and of being able from 
thence to peur their whole force again{t the Emperor, 
thould hoftilities be renewed. The French, it is faid, 
abfolutely attempted to make a forcible entry, but were 
driven back by the inhabitants. ‘The Grifon country 
was the quarter where the firit blow was expected to be 
{truck ; and the Emperor is bound by treaty to main- 
tain its independence. 

A Baron Groffe, a Swifs General of character and 
integrity, came to this country about a month ago, to 
urge our Minifters to exert themfelves for the fecurity 
of the Grifons, fince if the French were permitted ei- 
ther to feize upon the territory, or to draw out the ne- 
gociation to a period of the year when the torrents 
would make it impaffable, the Emperor would hay no 
means of attacking the French with advantage, nor they 
have any alarm upon his account, fo that they might 
pour their whole force againft him at pleafure. ‘The 
Baron’s réprefentations were not loft upon his Royal 
Highnefg the Duke of York, who felt the importance 
of the military poft as a point of attack, but it evidently 
depended only upon the Emperor himfelf to ftrike the 
blow, and the veteran Swifs officer returned to the Con- 
tinent laft week, probably with the defign of roufing 
the dormant jealoufy of the Imperial Cabinet. From 
the contents of the mails there feems reafon to believe 
that .circumftances had haltened the adoption of the 
meafure, without waiting the return of Baron Groffe. 
The mail alfo inform-us, that Sweden and Denmark 
are. arming with great aétivity by land and fea ; they af- 
firm that the object of thefe armaments is to co-operate 
with the mew coalition, and that a Swedifh and Danith 
fleet is fpeedily to join Lord Duncan. _Holftein is fo 
acceflible to the French army in Holland, and the 
French ate in fuch a cafe fo little likely to refpec the 
line of neutrality which makes Weftphalia a bulwark to 
the Danith dominions, that we can’ fcarcely fuppofe 
Denmark to interfere without being well affured of the 
fupport of the King of Pruflia; and it is extremely pro- 
bable that a war betwee’ Denmark and France would 
at leaft involve that Monarch in holtilities, even if it was 
not begun with approbation.

felves on every occafion. ‘There are cafes where their 
exertions are proofs of their folly, and where their re- 
pofe would be an argument of their wifdom. All mi- 
nifters, all men in power, all clerks, and the whole 
mob and rabble of the eourt, have been fo f{weltered 
with their charms, that it now requires a more than po- 
pular appetite to encounter their embraces, but very 
little fhare of philofophy to endure their difpleafure. 
They ever wait on the wink of power to praife or per- 
fecute, and to blemifh a reputation by unjutt calumny, 
or unmeaning panegyric. With refpect to them—with 
refpest to the other corporation—with refpect to all 
perfons adopting fimilar proceedings, I am inclined 
to attribute niuch lefs to malice, and much more to fol- 
ly—a good deal to influence—a good deal to fervility, 
andto that low, impotent perfecuting fpirit, by which the 
flavith mind fhews its devotion atthe expence of its un- 
der{tanding. 

I ought not to be angry with thefe men, becavfe I 
am ooe of the few of his Majefty’s fubjeéts, whom 
their charges, even if they were echoed as they are re- 
probated by my country, could not affeét, and who 
might ‘receive a thovfand fuch fhafts on the fhield of 
charaéter, not with indignation, not with contempt, but 
with calm and pointed forgivenefs, the refult of a proud 
fuperiority, founded on my fervices and their injullice, 
To be angry With fuch ment were to be degraded. On 
the fabjeet of the charge I will make no explanation to 
them. I have faid thus much to them, and ythey de- 
ferve much more; but Jam nor in the habit of re- 
proaching any portion of my fellow-citizens ; if their 
mortification were the wilh of my heart, I would refer 
them to the invectives of fome of his Majecity’s Mini- 
ters. 

Were it not robbing Heaven of their time, I would 
fay a few words to the Doétors.

The following letter we copy from the Courier, to the editor 
of which it wes addressed. 

SIR, 

I refort to your paper to communicate a letter to a 
certain defcription of perfons in Ireland, who have been 
extremely bufy in their attacks on me, and who de- 
ferve not abfolute filence, nor yet much notice. 

I chufe to begin with that rank which I refpe& moft, 
the merchants ; and were thofe perfons ufing the name 
of that corporation the mércantile body of Dublin, I 
thould be forry indeed ; not becaufe I allow that the 
whole body, much as I refpeét them, could, by a fcan- 
dalous proceeding, bear down my character, but be- 
caufe I thould be afflifted that by fach a proceeding 
they had forfeited their own.

were, is not evidence of that crime—fo that thofe men, 
calling themfelves the Guild Merehants of Dublin, have 
afferted, publilhed, and fealed, a felf-convigted falfe- 
hood. I lament to be forced to ufe fuch words, and

Letters from Triefte, of the 1gth ult. announce that 
the Ruflians had poffefled themfelves of the iflands of 
Zante and Cephalonia, making the French garrifon at 
the latter ifland prifoners.

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SYNOD OF LOTHIAN AND ‘J WELULDALE, 


ps The Synod of Lothian and Tweeddale met here on 
Puelday, when an excellent fermon was preached by 
their fait Moderator, the Rev. Mr Primaosr, Muni- 
iter of Preltonpans. After fermon they retired to the 
New Church Aile, and made choice of the Rev. Mr 
Dicksox, one of the minifters of South Leith, to be 
Moderator 5 but he being abfent, Mr Paimerose was 
requefted to keep the chiair. 

Upon motion the Synod refolved unanimoutly to pre- 
fent an Addrefs to the King, congratulating his Maijef- 
ty upon the late naval victories obtained by Lord Nel- 
fon and Sir J. B. Warren. 

A Committee was appointed to draw up the Addrefs, 
and report to the Synod, at fix o’clock in the evening, 
to which hour they adjourned, to meet in the Trultees 
Tall. 

EVENING SEDERUNT. 

The Synod received from the Committee copy of an 
Addrefs to his Majeity, which being approved, they ap- 
pointed the Moderator to fign the fame, and requelt the 
Lord Advocate to tranfmit it to London, to be prefent- 
ed to his 'Majefty. 

OVERTURE. 

The Synod received the following Overture from the 
Committee of Bills, which being read, the Rev. Dr 
Kemp moved, that as it confilted of two diltin@ 
branches, the Synod fhould confider each of thefe fe- 
parately. ‘I'his being agreed to, the Synod took under 
confideration the 

FIRST BRANCH» ; 
Edinburgh, November 13, 3498. 

* The Synod of Lothian and Tweeddale being met 
and conftituted, did, and hereby do tranfmit the fol- 
lowing overture to the General Affembly, and humbly 
move that the Affembly may be pleated to pafs the 
fame into an interim act, and, likewife to tranfmit it to 
the feveral Prefbyteries of the Church, and enjoin them 
to fend up their opinions thereupon to the Affembly. 

“* The General Affembly confidering that it is of 
the greateft importance to the interelts of true religion, 
and to the prefervation of good order in the Church, 
that all Minifters and Probationers who are employed 
to preach the word, and to difpenfe the other ordinan- 
ces of the Gofpelin the congregation under the care of 
the Church, be duly qualified to difcharge the duties of 
their refpedtive {tations, ftrily enjoin the feveral Pref- 
byteries of the Church to obferve the aéts of Affembly 
concerning intrants to the Miniltry, and Probationers ; 
and to remove any doubts that may have arifen con- 
cerning the {tate of perfons coming from abroad in the 
character of Minifters or Probationers, the General 
Affembly did, and hereby do enact and ordain, that 
no Miniiter who has obtained ordination, or Probation- 
er who has been licenfed without the bounds of this 
Church, thall be held qualified to accept of a prefenta- 
tion to any parifh in the Church, or of a call to any 
Chapel of Eafe connected therewith, till he fhall have 
tefided fix kalendar months in Scotland, and ‘thal pros

The Rev. Mr Waker of Canongate, obferved, 
that however much the true meaning of this overture 
might be attempted to be covered, yet to him the ten- 
dency of it was perfectly clear. As to the firft branch 
now read, very little need to be faid upon it, for the ex+ 
ifting laws of the Church contained enactments equally 
ftrong with what it propoféd. But he would {peak out 
plainly and declare his opinion of the whole: ‘The firft 
part was merely a cover to the fecond, and that fecond 
had in view a practice now ftrongly prevailing of em- 
ploying minifters trom England to preach in our pulpits, 
which, in his opinion, went to unfettle the minds of the 
people, and fofter that levity which was too prevalent at 
the prefent day. He thought, however, that the overture 
fhould be confidered merely as to itfelf, without re- 
ference to any thing that had pafled.: For as to em- 
ploying thefe preachers, though it might be lawful, yet he 
had fome doubts how far it was expedient, and this o- 
verture would fet the matter completely to rights in fu- 
ture. 

Rev. Dr Jounnston, North Leith, faid there were 
many very worthy men fettled in England,"and in fo- 
reign countries, who had attended to the regular branches 
of education, and whofe characters were unexception- 
able, and he thought that the prefent overture would be 
impofing great hardfhips upon them.! He was alfo of o- 
pinion that it was expreflive of a moft illiberal and nar- 
row fentiment, which might be held as a reproach. to 
the Church of Scotland. 

Rev. Dr Grreve faid, that the propofed regulation 
was only inforcing that which was already the law of 
the Church of Scotland, and he looked upon it as a mat- 
ter of the firft importance to preferve: the purity of the 
Church, that the laws relating to the admiflion of mem- 
bers fhould be {trictly inforced. Jt was of great ufe to 
call upon us from time to time to attend to the regula- 
tions by which the Church is conftituted, and the firft 
part of this overture very properly refers to thefe laws 
already exifling. 

Rey. Dr Hunter faid, he agreed with all that had 
been fuid refpeCting the caution neceflary to be oblerved 
in admitting probationers for the Church of Scotland, 
but thought that was fufficiently attended to by the laws 
now exilting. : 

Rev. Dr Kemp faid he had very little objeétion to 
the firft part of the overture, and he entirely acquiefced 
with what had been fo well obferved refpecting the ad- 
iniflion of the mini{ters and probationers of this Church. 
There was,however, one part of the overture which he 
could not altogether approve of ; it was that which made 
it neceflary to be fix months refident in Scotland before 
a perfon could be capable of accepting a call or prefen- 
tation to a parifh within the bounds of this Church. In 
his opinion this was a great hardfbip—Many worthy 
men fiom abroad may be well qualified, having gone 
through the regular courfe of ftudy, and of irreproach- 
able charafers, and to oblige them to refide fix 
months in Scotland, he’ thought would be equally illi- 
beral and harfh. He withed the overture could be fo 
worded as to {pecify the particular cafes, fo us not. to 
lay this hardfhip upon thole perfons who may have been 
regularly lice nced and admitted by Churches abroad,

Rev. "Dr Davinsox faid it was very feldom he dif- 
fered from his worthy friend ; but in this inftance, he 
thought fix months was fcarcely fufficient time for a fo. 
reipner to learn the language, 

Rev Dr Muopre obferved, that it could not be con- 
fidered as a hardthip to make perfons from abroad com- 
ply with this regulation of fix months refidence, for a 
fimilar regulation was obferved with tefpe& to our own 
probationers coming before fynods or prefbyceries. 

After a few more obfervations, this branch of the 
overture pafled without a vote. 

SECOND BRANCH. 

“ The General Affemely likewife did, and hereby 

do prohibit all Minilters under the jurididtion of this 
Church, from occafionally employing any Minifter who 
has been ordained, or any Probationer who has been 
licenfed without the bounds of this Church, to preach 
the Word, or to difpenfe any of the other ordinances 
of religion in any Congregation under the care of the 
Church, till he be qualified agreeably to the feveral 
regulations which are {pecified in the immediately pre- 
ceding claufe of this a&. And it is hereby exprefsly 
provided and enacted, that, if any Minifter fubje& to 
the jurifdiction of this Church, or any Prefbytery 
within the bounds thereof, fhall contravene any part 
of ‘this a, he of they thall be liable to fuch cen- 
fure as the Judicatories ‘of the Church, may fee caufe 
to inflict; and that, if any Prefbytery fhall hereafter 
admit any Minifter who has been ordaine:} without the 
bounds of this Church, or ordain any Probationer who 
bas been licenfed without the bounds of this Church, 
tobe Minilter of any Parochial Charge, or of any Cha- 
pel of Eafe ‘authorifed by this Church, before the feveral 
provifions herein contained fhall have been regularly 
obferved, fuch admiffion or ordination fhall be, afd is 
hereby declared to be null and void.” 
Rev. Mr Watxer, of Canongate faid in giving 
his opi:ion upon this part of the overture, he would 
avoid reference to what was palt, and .confider the 
overture merely as it {tood under the prefent confidera- 
tion of the Synod; and though he might confider the 
perfons who had lately come from England to. preach 
here, a8 very worthy aud refpectable men, yet he mult 
look to what was his duty as a minifter of the Church 
of Scotland, He himfelf, and every reverend member 
prefent, had folemnly vowed to fupport and proteé the 
Church of Scotland as by. law eftablithed. How then 
could he do fo, if he allowed perfons to preach. in his 
pulpit who were not conneéted with that Church, and 
over whom it had nocontroul. They may preach what 
doctrine they ‘pleafe, and were we to refer them to the 
Prefbyterics or Synods—What ! they would fay—We 
know nothing of your Prefbyteries and Synods, they 
haye no power over us. Thus doctrines of the molt 
dangerous tendency may be propagated 

He obferved, that the Church of Scotland was, in his 
mind, the beft adapted of any to promote the true in- 
terefts of the people, and nothing would tend more ef- 
feétually to overturn this: eltablihment, than by uafet- 
tling the minds of the people, and encouraging that {pi- 
rit of levity and wandering which was fo apparent at 
prefent. It was befides a very.Gngular thing-to.oblerve 
minifters of this church fupporting and countenancing 
| this fyittm, who profefs and thew the ftronge{t attach- 


tion of the church is founded, and to procure and

I don’t care, 
Samuel Rutherford was fent to the Bafs for his at- 
tachment to the Church of Scotland. The effects of 
unhinging the minds of the people may he highly pre- 
vadicialpaind to thew how the opinions of the peo- 
ple may be affected, he would relate as an anecdote a 
converfation he overheard between two perfons walking 
on the {treet while convérfing onfthefe matters. One 
faid to the other, “* Aye, if’ they would givé us fuch 
* preachers asthefe, I would rather po to the church 
“ than the play-houfe. Yes, faid the other, I would ra- 
“ ther hear them than any play.” Whatever popular 
applaufe they may defire or obtain, is not for us to en- 
quire. The Apoftles ggurted not the voice of the po- 
pulace, their conduct and determination was, we mult 
pleafe God rather than man—So mut it be with us. 
The pulpits we have are given to us in trult, and we 
are not at liberty to occupy them, but in conformity 
to the rules of that church of which we are members. 
Reverend Dr Hunter. faid, whatever. may be the 
law of the Church, in refpect to the object of the pre- 
fent Overture, this he was_certain of, that, for a long 
period of time, jit had. been the practice to admit mi- 
nifters from England oceafionally to preach in our pul- 
pits: ~ He thought it was agreeable to the fpirit of the 
gofpel, and he never difcovered it anyways prejudicial 
to our Church Effablifhment.- In regard to what was 
our duty as minifters, he would only fay there were 
many regulations prefcribed, which it were well for us 
that we paid more attentionto : Thefe were our paftoral 
vifitations, catechifing, and, other duties of the kind, 
which demanded our particular and ferious attention. 
When a.worthy and refpeétable minifter happened to 
come to this part of the country, he thought it would 


the Church, that they preached in our pulpits ; and it 
was well known, they afked our minifters to preach 
when they happencd to be in England. He always 
underftood that ufe and pradtice were the _beft inter- 
preters of any Jaw, and in this cafe there is many in-

Rey. Dr Gareve faid he had heard from a reverend 
gentleman whom he much refpeéted, fome obfervations 
relative to the duty of miniftets in their paftoral charge, 
fuch‘as viGitations of theirpariih, &c. Upon that point 
for the prefent, he might only obferve, that it would 
be a fufficient anfwer to fay, the fubject was not before 
us ; but he would alfo add, that when it came to be dif- 
cuffed, it would not fail to meet his attention. Ano- 
ther refpedtable friend had alfo obferved that the adop- 
tion of this overture would befpeak a narrow and illibe- 
ral fentiment. He ‘hoped none who ‘heard ‘him could 
impute fuch fentiment to hii ; but ftanding in the cha- 
racter he now did, as a minilter of the Church of Scot- 
land, he felt himifelf called upou to fay, that however 
liberal he may be in his private fentiment, he found him- 
felf not at liberty to exercife that, or give ‘way to his 
own feelings fo ds to violate the Jaws and regulations 
prefcribed * by ‘the Church. The Church of Scotland,
